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Average state personal income growth slowed to 3.5 percent in 2012 from 5.2 percent in 2011.
State personal income growth ranged from -0.2 percent in South Dakota to 12.4 percent in North
Dakota. Inflation, as measured by the national price index for personal consumption expenditures, fell
to 1.8 percent in 2012 from 2.4 percent in 2011.
